in a moſt delicate and pleaſaunt ſoyle, wooded and 


watered moſte | rim ae ly on euery ſide, with goodlie 
trees, fayrean rin 84 rivers nes both of 

at ſtrength in the walls of the ſame, and plentifully 
uilded with high & ately towres on euery part. The 
edifices of the Citie are tare, & of moſt ſumptuous and 
ſtately appearance, inſomuch as there is no one houſe

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in any row that exceedeth an other in height, but all of 
them builded leuel, by a very geometrical rtion. 
The inſides are not more poliſhed with riches, & orna- 
ments of great beantie, then the outſides with braue- 
rie, the very fronts of all which, aſwell of rich as poore, 
are moſte curiouſly emboſſed ina hard kinde of ſub- . 
ſtaunce (ſuche I thinke as is oure plaſter of Parris) 
with artificiall and liuely pictures, containing hiſtories 
of diuers memorable, and ſtrange effectes, & that with 
ſuch wonderfull excellencie, as any wayes may be con- 
ceiued.

The $ereates, 
one they vſe for the moſte part is marble, white, aY, 
and black,wherof is great plentie, beſides other kinds, 
which very wonderfully they cut and ſquare in diuers 
ſmall proportions artificially poynted and ſhaped, The 
houſes are not high, but backward built, and inwardly 
large.

Conſuls,Tribunes, Senators, Pretors, Queſtors, - Ediles, and ment. 
other interchangeable offices as ſometimes had Rome, 
being in her greateſt proſperitie. The attire alſo alyke 
to their dignities of all ſortes of honourable perſona- 
,accuſtomed to their callings.Playn are their habits 
or the moſte part, & nothing ſumptuous, retaining {til Habite of 
one, & the ſelfſame antient faſhion.
